A POUND OF BUTTER. 


Hard times? Yes. Farmers generally 
complaining of low prices of farm pro- 
ducts; not without cause, either. Yet 
there is always a short supply of one 
farm product, at good paying prices com- 
pared with other farm products and the 
cost of manufacturing it, and to-day, 
whon the prices of all others seem to 
have gone to pieces, the pound of butter 
pays its way and 4 handsome profit to 
the maker 

Let us sea what a pound of butter will 
buy. It will buy more than one bushel 
of corn, more than one bushel of cats. 
It will buy three pouuds of granulated 
Sugar; three yards of calico or muslin; 
two pounds will buy a bushel of wheat 
or a bushel of potatoes. One pound will 
buy six pounds of beef or pork on foot, 
or it will buy three pounds of lam. Six 
pounds of butter will buy a good pair 
of shoes; twenty pounds will buy a good 
suit of clothes; one hundred pounds will 
pay for & good horse. It will pay taxes, 
pay doctor bills, and in the end pay our 
funeral expenses. If the above be true— 
and I believe it is—then there is a 
wonderful waste of opportunity om the 
majority of farms in Canada. 

On nesrly every farm one finds cows-— 
more or less in number—that do nothing 
in the summer timo but play wet purse 
for a calf that at weaning time brings 
fram $5 to $7, The halance of the year 
these cows loaf ut the expense of their 
owners, for every mouthful of feed they 
eat during the winter months fs yirtual- 
ly thrown away. Can you stand this, 


, dear reader’ Can even a farmer afford 


to keep a cow twelve months for what 
ber calf will bring at weaning time? 
Is this business? Is it economy: Is it 
even using very onlipary setise, to say 
nothing of good judgment: ‘Then, is it 
not a fact that on thousands of farms 
just such conditions prevail 

This is not the cow’s fanlt, but the 
fanit of her owner. She is bred to drop 
her calf in the spring, raise it until 
Wenning time, then close up shop until 
next spring She could just as well be 
bred to be fresh in early fall as in the 
spring, and she will not object to her 
owhber playing wet nurse for her calf 


do much else, while she spends her time 
manufacturing three pounds of hatter 
out of one bushel of corn or cats 
I have spent the winter months of a 
food suany years acting as nurse to fall 
tiropped ealves, whilo their mothers were

CATHEDRALS SHAKY SPIRE. 


fhe Tallest in Ergland—Ite Nase Spread- 
ing Dangerously. 

The report of Sir Arthur Blomfield, A, 
R.A., upon thecondition of the celebrated 
apire at Salisbury Cathedral is caleula- 
ted to cause anxiety, if not alarm. It is 
quite evident, from that report, that 
the dangerous symptoms which threat- 
ened this beautiful structure some cen- 
turies back and which it was = sup- 
posed had been completely overcome 
by a system of ‘‘tleing’’ and “bracing” 
then adopted, have begun to reappear, and 
that the thrust of the leaning walls of the 
spire is again foreing the straight walls of 
the spire outward which, tf not attended 
to immediately, may lead to danger, if 
not disaster. With the experierees of Chi- 
chester, Peterborough, Mayence, and 
Seville before us, it ls not Hkely that the 
appeal for funds to execute the necessary 
repairs will remain unanswered, 

Although the tower and spire of the 
cathedral appear so admirably suited to 
the building that we could not timaine 
the chureh without this, its most distin- 
guished feature, it formed nv portion of 
the original design. The cathedral, which 
is nearly all of the same date, was con- 
pleted (excopt the tower and spire) in 1255. 
The center tower then erected was prohab- 
ly either alow lantern crowned by & pyra 
inidal roof, or a dwarf spire like that of 
Oxford Cathedral, The bells Were sus- 
pended in an isolated campanile, which 
stood about du feet fram the west front, 
This very solid bell tower was in existence 
down to 1790, when lt was pullel down, 
because the ‘'wlse men’’ of that day 
thought it interrupted the view of the 
catheural! But as it was builo by the 
same nen who erected the cathadral itself, 
We tnay be pretty sure that those who 
pulled it down made the flounder, not 
those who set it up. About acentury after 
the building of the cathedral it was deter 
nine? to take down tho low central tower, 
and in its place to ereet the present mag 
nificent tower, It has always been a ques 
tion whether it is judicious, from a con 
structive point of view, ta erect a lofty 
tower or spread over the center of a great 
chureh, and the feature is almost peculiar 
to England and Normandy. In other 
parts of France and in Germany (except 
in some of the Romanesque churches) it is 
practically unknown The constructive 
ditieulty is this: A central tower can not 
be supported upon its own walls, but has 
to rest upon fourcolumns which are more 
or loss restricted as to size, because if they 
are made yery large, they block the church 
in the center. Salisbury is the largest 
Stone central spire in existence (itis rather 
over 400 fect in height), It was a very 
bold thing to place such a great structure 
upon four columns intended for only one 
about half the height, and we take It that 
the fact of its having stood over 500 years 
has justified the experiment. It must 
not however, be supposed that all has gone 
quite smoothly in the history of the Salis 
bury spire, The first notice we have that 
all was not right dates back as far as the 
year 1i17, when the chapter obtained a 
royal warrant to aequire lands to the value 
of £50 a year to restore the steeple, which 
was then found to be ina dangerous state 
At some time later on the spire was filled 
in with beams of timber and tled with 
jron. Sir Arthur Blomfleld thinks that 
the Iatter operation did more harm than 
good. In iss! the pillars were found to 
have sunk, thereby throwing the apex of 
the spire 2 inches out ef the perpendicular 

-from some points of view this tnelina- 
tion is distinetly visible. 

sir Arthur Hlomfleld proposes that the 
great pinnacles at the base of the spire 
should bo carefully repaired, as their 
stone-work ts perished and fractured in 
places. Itis to be hoped that this will 
step the spreading’’ of the base spire, 
Which sir Arthur regards as a serious 
danger Might not the chain round the 
drum of the dome of St. Peter's, Rome, 
oiler o suggestion*—London Graphic.
